United States Veteran Difficulties 
Not Expected to Rise in This 
Country 


(By Wilfrid Eggleston) 

The Liberal party shows signs of 
l>cihg vigorously aliye and even in a 
stat^ of niiid revolt. Last week the 
government received as many* jolts 
from its fneiuls' as from its oppon¬ 
ents. “Gerry” MeUeer (Liberal) 
locked horns with the authorities on 
shipping subsidies. Jean' Francois. 
I’ouliot (Liberal) sought to intro¬ 
duce. a bill on the translation bureau 
over the expressed opposition of" the 
Secretary of State. VV. A. Tucker, 
Liberal of Kosthern. faced right up 
lo the Minister of Finance on the 
monetary question, and was warmly 
applauded not only by the ‘south 
east corner’ where the Social Credit 
and C.C.F. members sit, but from 
radical fringes of the Liberal radical 
members of the -Liberal party jab¬ 
bing the ministry from within, while 
the official opposition jabs it from 
without. Liberals profess to believe 
in free speech, and in general the 
ebullition this week is regarded as a 
healthy sign. A lighting parliament 
wouldn't be a bad idea in these days 
when so much is wrong and cries 
out to be set right. Mr. Mackenzie 
King, being a democratic leader, is 
prepared to .move forward just as 
fast as the rank and tile demands. He 
sees no value in being miles ahead 
of the party, doesn’t see the use ol 
reforms if thb country and the party 
are not solidly behind them. The 
present Liberal party has a lot more 
lire and fight than the representation 
in the 1926-1930 parliament appeared 
to have. 

A Fine First Effort 

The government, policy on public 
works as a cure for unemployment 
was defined with much clarity and elo 
quence early in the week by Hon. 
.N'ornmn Rogers, Minister of Labor, 


Jobless relief in Alberta cost $4,- 
624,783 for the year ending March 
31, 1935, which was $461,791 more 
than the year previous, according to 
the annual report of the provincial 
relief commission just tabled in the 
legislature. 

Report of the relief and public wel-' 
fare bureau also have been tabled.

Alberta started as a province in 
1905 with no obligations, a new and 
undeveloped country. During the 
term of I'rentier Rutherford the A. 
G. VV. tykilway was consummated, 
which became a scandal. 

From 1005 till 1921 th» various 
administrations accumulated a pro¬ 
vincial debt of 58 millions including 
the^.G.W. - Thus' during 16 years 
prior to L'.F.A. administration an 
annual provincial debt of about $3,- 
625,000 accumulated, .less the pro¬ 
vincial equ'ty in the A.G.VV. ♦ •' 

The. War was during this period, 
which, cost the province considerable, 
which also gave a great impetus to 
all business and especially agricul¬ 
ture. 

A plank in their platform was that 
il they were elected, they would pay 
off the provincial debt of 58 millions, 
or reduce it to such an extent as to 
make it safe for investments in Al¬ 
berta. This administration was de¬ 
stined to run a course of 14 years. 

They had no war Vo contend with, 
in fact, they had the most resplend¬ 
ent taxation* period of post-war days 
that probably * has ever been. Yet 
they increased the provincial debt by 
32 millions to 1929.

Clark, Editor of Times, 
Passes Peacefully After 
Long Illness 

After a long period of failing 
health, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Clark, 
wife of Charles Clark, editor of the 
High River Tiipes, passed peacefully 
iway at her home on Sunday, Feb. 
16; The bereaved family consists of 
:ier husband and two children, Mrs. 
H. W. Soby and Charles A. Clark ol 
High River;- also three sisters ano 
one brother, Mrs. Charles Swantek, 
of Bay City, Michigan; Mrs. A. A- 
Ballachey, Mrs. F. L. Watt and F.D. 
McDoneil of High River. 

Mrs. Clark was bom in Bay City, 
Michigan, the daughter of the late 
Hon. Archibald McDoneil of that 
city. She was also a niece of the 
late Samuel McDoneil, M.P. of Nova 
Scotia, a statesman of Canada’s first 
Confederation Parliament, and the 
originator of the motion by which 
Nova Scotia was brought into the 
federation. He served as Nova Sco¬ 
tian representative for many years 
thereafter. 

Mrs. Clark lived for some time In 
New York, and was married in Bay 
City in September 1906, coming as a 
bride to High River. TShe has lived 
here since that time, and jalthough in 
recent years her waking health has 
removed her from many activities, 
prior to that time she was a happy 
and vigorous influence in all social, 
civic, charitable and church work. 
She was a charming and clever hos¬ 
tess, and her open-hearted hospital¬ 
ity will always be remembered not 
only by townspeople but'by friends 
all over Canada. 

Her love of nature and beautiful 
surroundings found community ex¬ 
pression in the Civic League organ¬ 
ized in 1912. It was largely through 
her enthusiasm that this organiza¬ 
tion was formed and she was presi¬ 
dent for some years. This was the 
first organized effort toward town 
beautification, horticultural exhibits, 
etc., and though the society has 
lapsed in intervening years, that in¬ 
itial influence is everywhere evident, 
and will always continue. 

She was an active worker in hos¬ 
pital aids, I.O.D.E., Red Cross and 
all church organizations, holding of¬ 
fices in many of these. Her sympathy 
and help could always be counted 
upon, and her private charities were 
spontaneous and boundless. 

A host ’of friends will always re¬ 
member her with affection and ad¬ 
miration. 

Funeral services were held in St.' 
Francis church on Tuesday morning, 
Feb. .18, with Rev. Father Cunning¬ 
ham of Vulcan* preaching the funer¬ 
al sermon and Rev. Father Bowlen 
laying mass.
